is ready now to receive lots. He says: "We intend to limit material to 125 lots and not 
more than 10 lots to one person; we'll admit proéf coins of 1938 and earlier; uncirculated 
coins of 1934 and earlier; fine coins in scarcer items only and only in very scarce dates 
will we permit coins classifying under fine. The auction committee will have the usual 
privilege of rejection. If a member wishes to sell a series of proofs, such as 1936 or 
1937 through 1940 or 1941, of course we'll accept the later ones." The deadline for 
accepting coins will be April 27. (It is presumed uncirculated commemoratives after 1934 
will be accepted). Doc also reports John Allen Schneider is still more interested in food 
and sleep than his numismatic collection.

National Coin week will be observed March 23 to 30 and most Iowa clubs are participating. 
Featuring the week's observance will be numerous displays, talks before clubs, radio 
programs and so on. Waterloo, Des Moines, Muscatine and Burlington have reported pre- 
liminary plans on their observance. Burlington will have but one window display this 
year; Dr. A.V.Eisenhart and Gladys Nelson are making a map to exhibit coins of count- 
ries at war; there will be an all-week exhibit at the public library with an open house 
there Saturday afternoon and evening, March 30, when the public will be invited to call 
and bring coins for identification, get information and so on. Clubs and individuals 
should make reports on coin week either to David M. Bullowa, 10 W 86th St, NYC, or to 
ANA district secretary Lewis K. Ferguson of Amer or Lloyd Gettys of Davenport. Report 
all activities and make Iowa a_standout in coin week work.

JOE STACK MAKES FINE ADDRESS 
An outstanding event of the two day con- 


vention wag an address by Joseph Stack, 


NewYork City, at the Sumday noon banquet 
on electrotypes, altered dates and similar 
phonies. Afterward, he showed more than 


‘100 such freak eee which if genuine would 


be worth $200,000. 

Mr. Stack made many friends at this con- 
vention--his first visit to Iowa although 
he and his brother are charter members of 
INA.
